Miss Stone has become more serious. 
The brigands, it appears, are still hold- 
ing out for the £25,000 ransom and it is 
feared that should they persist in their 
demand MJss Stone will have to be 
sacrificed. Nevertheless the negotia- 
tions are still proceeding. 


Anxiety prevails at the United States 


legation, whence there has been an 
pctive exchange of telegrams between 
Spencer Eddy and various points. Mr. 
Eddy had a long conference with Sir 
Nicholas R.. O'Conor, the British am- 
bassador here, who is actively assisting 
in the efforts to bring Miss Stone's re- 
lease. 


Sofia, Nov. 2.—The best method of 


transmitting the ransom demanded by 
the brigands for the release of Miss 
Ellen M. Stone, the abducted American 
missionary, and of assuring the safety 
of the captives, are the matters now en- 
gaging the attention of the Samakov 
missionaries who are negotiating with 
the kidnappers.

HEAVY BLOW TO BRITISH 


Nearly 70 Killed and Over 


160 Wounded, More Cas- 


ualties Reported in 


Second Dispatch 


London, Nov 2—Lord Kitchener yes- 


\ 


terday reported to the war office a 
serious disaster to the British forces 
near Bethel, in eastern Transvaal, in 
which many were killed and wounded, 
Including- several officers. 


This morning- another dispatch from 


him added to the list given in'the first 
report, showing that three additional 


officers were killed and 
two 
more 


wounded in the "air 


The first dispatch gave the number 


of men killed as 54, anfi the number 
wounded as 160, while the number of 
officers was not specified. The follow- 
ing is the text of his first dispatich: 


"I have jubt heard of a severe attack 


made on the rcai- guard of Colonel Ben- 
son's column when about 20 miles north- 
east of Bethel, near Brakenlaagte, dur- 
ing a thick mist. 


"The strength of the enemy is reported 


to have been a thousand. They rushed 
two guns with the rear guard, but it is 
uncertain whether they were able to re- 
move them. 


"I fear our casualties were heavy. 


Colonel Benson was wounded, but not 
severely. A relieving column will reach 
him this morning." 


Later Lord Kitchener telegraphed as 


fellows: 
"Colonel 
Barter, 
who 


inarched from the constabulary 
line 


yesterday, reached Benson's column 
early this morning (Friday) unopposed. 
He reports that Colonel Benson died of 
his wounds. 


"The other casualties are the follow- 


ing: Killed—Colonel E. Guiness, Major 
F. D. Murray, Captains M. W. Lindsay 
and J. T. Thorold. Lieutenants E. V.

And Causes Uncertainty Among Bllll 


Owners—Need of a More Stable 
Wage Basis Demonstrated by Re- 
cent Kvents at Fall River 


Fall River, Nov. 2.—Manufacturers 


are free to admit that they are well 
pleased with the outcome of the wage 
agitation. There is no feeling of ex- 
ultation among them, however, as the 
matter has been so long drawn out they 
have lost much of the fall trade they 
might have had if they felt free to make 
contracts with a certainty of being able 
to fill them. 


Mr. Bordea having retired from the 


field they call the affair a drawn battle, 
and they are glad it is that kind of a 
battle. Mad they been compelled to 
fight out a strike and felt certain of 
winning th?j would have then lost more 
than they conld regain in years, and they 
would Have won only the thing they feel 
they ought to have without fighting, i. 
•., the right to base their wage scale on 
the margin between tlie prices of cotton 
and cloth. Had the margin been more 
favorable to the operatives, they say 
they could not stand against Borden, 
whether they believed he was speculat- 
ing or not. 


One manufacturer spoke of the sit- 


uation in this way: "I fear we are not 
as close to our operatives as we thought 
we were and I am certain were we to 
engage m a strike it would appear to 
both sides tlaat more is to be gained here 
by peaceful talk than by recommenda- 
tions to strike and counter-decisions to 
resist a strike. If the wage margin is 
unfair, as some of the secretaries thlnte 
it is and have led many operatives 
to believe it is, we must come to an early 
agreement about it if cotton manufac- 
turing in New England is to prosper. 


"It is an unfortunate condition for 


Fall River that it must fight for all New 
England, but being so, there is an added 
duty on both sides to arrive at conclu- 
sions peacefully. The mills here are no 
longer on a priut-cloth basis, but if they 
were, it must be apparent to the opera- 
tives that we cannot follow Mr. Bor- 
fien's move. He can take one piece of 
his investment and live happily, bnt our 
stockholders cannot do tiii:;, nnd they ( 
cannot immediately put themselves in a 
( 


position to take 
even bank interest 


without a full allowance for deprecia- 
tion of their plants. If there was a 
disposition manifested by both sides to 
come to an early understanding to main- 
tain a more sta ble wage scale we could 
etand better with the world of manu- 
facturing than we do now, and there 
ought to be intelligence enough among 
us to come to that sort of a decision. 


"The present misunderstanding has 


taught us that Mr. Borden has excep- 
tional advantages, aud the reports of 
the past few weeks have shown that 
some of the mills must be put in condi- 
tion to come up to the gene"al average, 
or pot stand in the way of mills that 
have been so placed. I hope now that 
both sides will see the advantage of 
dropping the ceaseless agitation which 
has been demoralizing us for the past 
year. Strike talk hurts many of our 
mills today just as much as a strike 
would, because It makes the buyers 
cautious and manufacturers uncertain. 
If it is to kept up by the officials repre- 
senting either interest here we are not 
only going to drive manufacturing out 
of our own city, we are going to drive 
It out of all New England and Into less 
favored localities for comfortable liv- 
ing. 


•'I am satisfied more than ever that 


the common sense of our people will 
lead them to do the right thing, pro- 
Tided we can place the truth before 
them is aa unprodjudic.ed light The 
duty to do this bears as much on the 
manufacturers as it does on the labor 
leaders, au<l I hope that there will be no 
more talk of lower or higher wages until 
we can settle down and do some of the 
business that is being offered to us." 


Manufacturers believe the market will 


fall down in a few weeks, but It is not 
likely to entail much loss until after the 
new year at least.

cident and sickness benefit of $4. 


Those who earn more than $9 but less 


than $12 a week pay an insurance pre- 
mium of 15 cents a week and get a life 
Insurance of $750. at an annual avenige 
pension of $382.20* beginning at age of 
70 and a weekly sickness aud accident 
benefit of $6.

Schley and Others Will Again 


Take Witness Stand 


COURT NEAPING THE END 


A Few Details to Be Gone Over ou 


Monday and Argument Will Them 
iJeglu— May B« Many Weeks Before 
the Verdict Is Rendered 


Washington, Nov. 2.— The hands of 


the clock in the hall occupied by the 
Schley court of inquiry pointed to 12:15 
o'clock yesterday when Judge Advocate 
Lernly announced that he had no more 
witnesses to call and Mr. Kayner, fol- 
loAving him, said that no witnesses 
would be summoned on behalf of Ad- i 
miral Schley in sur-rebuttal. 
| 


For a moment it appeared as if the 
I 


famous case was about to reach a sud- 
den conclusion. But this delusion was 
soon dissipated by the announcement on 
the part of Captain 
Lernly that he 


might ask to be allowed to bring in one 
more witness on Monday and also a 
statement from Mr. Kayner that Ad- 
miral Schley himself would desire to 
return to the stand on Monday to cor- 
rect errors in his evidence as officially 
reported. 


There is probability that the admiral 


will consume considerable time in go- 
ing over the printed record of what he 
said, and there also is an understanding 
that he will make some additions to his 
former statement. But it is not be- 
lieved that beyond what he may have 
to say there will be much more testi- 
mony taken in the case. The only wit- 
ness that the judge advocate still has in 
mind is Lieutenant Strauss, and Cap- 
tain Lemly announced that if the lieu- 
tenant's attendance could be secured he 
would detain the court for a short time 
only. Captain Sigsbee will also re- 
turn to the stand Monday to make cor- 
rections in the testimony previously 
given by him. 


These details completed, the argument 


of counsel will begin and then counsel 
and the public will withdraw and leave 
the court to its deliberations. The fcisk 
before the court is not a light one, and it 
may be weeks before the final verdict 
will be reached. 


Yesterday's witnesses were Sylvester 


Scovel, a former newspaper corre- 
spondent who saw ssrvice in the Cuban 
campaign; Lieutenant Hood, who com- 
manded the Hawk during the Spanish 
war, and also a number of officers who 
were heard Thursday and who returned 
to the stand to correct testimony. The 
court held only one session and ad- 
journ over till Monday.

The shop- 
holders have huge signs over the misera- 
ble peepholes they call windows, and 
these signs are painted with the repro- 
duction of the wares that are in the 
chops. This was formerly a great con- 
venience to those who could not read, 
and even at the present day was not too 
much ridiculed by myself. 


One would get along famously In Rus- 


sia could he read the jaw breaking 
tongue, but the letters in some fronts and 
street corners look like the signs of the 
zodiac to the average foreigner and do 
not mean as much. If one could read 
and form an idea of syllables, the veriest 
idiot would have a passable knowledge of 
sufficient traveling Russia in a month. 
But the language bars you out and bowls 
you over, because perforce you do not | 
know the fifty-two letters that resemble 
tripods and crescents and scarfpins and 
inverted r's and other things. So the 
signs do very well. 


For example, a dairy will have a dem- 


onstration on each side of the door, 
where a cow will stand, flanked by a 
couple of tubs of butter and leaning 
against a background of cheeses, while 
glasses of foaming milk stand temptingly 
round. I was going to say that a pile of 
eggs was another feature, but never un- 
less the hen who is responsible for them 
is portrayed londly clucking over their 
freshness. In spite of this, I never ate 
a fresh egg In St. Petersburg. 
A fur 


shop will have a most fascinating array 
of fur lined garments and sealskin coats 
•painted on its doors that will almost tear 
you out of your droshky, and the fruit 
stores riot witn every color in the rain- 
bow and exhibit likenesses of fruits that 
have never grown in Russia or anywhere 
else. And peaches, by the way, and nec- 
tarines of good, sweet growth ate about 
60 cents apiece here. 


The signs lend great color and gayety 


to the streets, although you really never 
care to buy anything. The goods are all 
very mussy and cheap, and the famous 
Russian silver not nearly so artistic nor 
EO handsome as our own. In leather and 
in marble this northern people excel the 
world.—Chicago Chronicle.

In tbe World. 


To go to India and not see the wonder- 


ful Taj Mahal at Agra would be as great 
R sacrilege as going to Egypt and missing 
the pyramids. Agra is a small place 
about midway on a line drawn from Cal- 
cutta to Bombay. The English officers 
who have to spend the summer there lie 
In bed all day, with coolies to fan them 
and pull the "punka." Therefore I was 
constrained to do my sightseeing at night. 
It was the time of the full moon, which 
in India means a grand illumination, a 
light excellent by which to read. 


After a three mile drive over an excel- 


lent macadamized road my "gharri- 
wallah" turned into a large courtyard, 
which was surrounded with temples built 
of red sandstone. These temples would 
be first class wonders anywhere else, but 
anxious to see the "pearl of the orient" 
I started up the steps and through the 
great red doorway, only to stop in amaze- 
ment at the inner doorway at my first 
view of the Tj^j Mahal. The moonlight 
struck full on its pearly dome and threw 
into violent relief the slim minarets at its 
corners. In front was the water in the 
score of fountains, giving forth its own 
reflections of the beautiful marble mas- 
terpiece, and all around the somber, dense 
tropical foliage for a setting. 


The harmony of the proportions makes 


the Taj Mahal look small. Yet it took 
20,000 workmen twenty years to complete 
it, and it cost about $10,000,000. Stand- 
ing in its superb doorway I found it 
wonld take seven men placed one upon, 
the other to reach the top of this door- 
way. 
There are no windows—only mar- 


velous scieens cut in the forms of inter- 
twining vines and flowers and out of im- 
mense marble slabs. Even in the center, 
where the great sarcephagi lie in which 
the builder and his wife are resting, the 
decorations are of marble inlaid with 
precious stones. The inscriptions are of 
black marble inlaid on white. And the 
moonlight obliterated the grain and the 
seams in the marble with its sboen, and 
it was as though this monument to a 
faithful wife was one piece of dazzling 
whiteness. 


Though centuries have passed its per- 


fection is as grand at this time as when 
first built. Even under the sunlight the 
next day, when it was not so much a 
thing ethereal, no signs of decay were 
apparent. It seems that this tribute of 
the goodness of a great Indian monarch 
to his loving wife will stand for ages, 
telling how one Hindoo had been faithful 
to his love and had raised her up to a 
pedestal above him in a country whera 
womankind is but a slave.—Indianapolis 
News.

record §f the Berkshire jail in this re- 
spect is compared with the records of 
other jails. 


The Transcript referred yesterday to 


the excellent comparison 
the Berk- 


shire jail makes with the similar in- 
stitutions of other counties both in 
financial management and the results 
obtained. The Pittsfield Eagle yester- 
day in the most sensible contribution 
to the discussion that has appeared on 
either side, brought out the same fact 
in figures. It is found that the cost 
of maintaining prisoners in various in- 
stitutions varies with local conditions. 
but that in the 21 penal institutions of 
the state the average cost of main- 
taining each prisoner for one year is 
$173.13, while the average cost for the 
same thing in the Berkshire jail is 
only $171.27. So much for the financial 
part of it. As to the results obtained, 
the Eagle has already recalled the fact 
that Mrs. Margaret P. Russell of Bos- 


ton, a member of the state prison com- 
mission, after an unexpected visit to 
the Pitlsfleld house of correction last 
spring, voluntarily said that the Pitts- 
field jail was the cleanest and best 
kept one in the state, j

A THEATER TRAIN 


Rumor of One Plan Filchburg Officials 


Have of Meeting Local Noods 


Word comes to the Transcript late 


this afternoon that the Fitchburg offi- 
cials are preparing to meet the demand 
for a late night train in a .way that 
would be entirely satisfactory.

A man employed as a fitter of parts or 


finisher of deck movements in a Connect- 
icut clock factory received notice some 
years ago that the entire plant would, on 
a stated day, close its doors for an indefi- 
nite period, owing to the business depres- 
sion then prevailing throughout the coun- 
try. 
On the appointed day he and the 


other hands left their benches. For the 
first week or so idleness seemed to him 
like a needed vacation, but us the days 
rolled by without any prospect of a re- 
sumption of work he had to consider how 
he was going to earn his living. 


Plowing or driving a truck team was 


out of the question with him, and he final- 
ly decided to fit up a wagon and drive 
about the country tinkering clocks. Ac- 
cordingly a light rig was secured and 
fitted out with queer looking hammers, 
duck billed pinchers and what not. Then 
to give an iwposing air to the outfit he 
added a miscellaneous assortment of ex- 
tra parts of clocks, such as dials, pointers, 
verges, clock springs, etc. Most impor- 
tant of all was the ingenuity and good na- 
ture of a Yankee which ho supplied him- 
self. 


Driving leisurely along over the conn- 


try roads he would pick out a house, 
alight, hitch his horse to a hospitable post 
and saunter in, something as a near rela- 
tive would do.

succeeded and disabled timepieces were 
brought to light.

anyway?" he would say as he examined 
a clock. Then the whole story of its rise 
and fall would follow.

The 
movement was set back in its own place, 
the pendulum rod and ball carefully ad- 
justed, the face and hands restored and 
again the recorder of minutes Was on the 
shelf, going tick-tock, tick-tock. 


"Now, Mr. Clockman, that sounds 


homelike. What's your bill?" 


"Well, for chronic cases like this our 


fee is usually $1." And he said afterward 
the money came 'ike finding it. 


When business was at its best, he re- 


ceived word that the factory would soon 
start up on full time and his services 
would be required to make more clocks 
for future clock tinkers to doctor up. 


In later years he explained the trick as 


follows: It seems that six out of every 
ten balky clocks are afflicted with the 
eame disorder, gummy, dirty pinions, and 
instead of taking the whole movement 
apart he slippe* the verge off and allowed 
the movement to run down in a can of 
common stove gasoline. The fluid would 
remove the old oil that had collected dust 
and lint to an extent that stopped the 
clock, the revolving pinions cleansed 
themselves and when the movement was 
taken from tSe liquid it was in running 
order again.—New York Sun.

MOVING MOUNTAINS. 


How the "Toollnat" I» Done on the 


Leather Cover*. 


Strange as it may seem to the ordinary 


reader, it is nevertheless a fact that 
there is no such thing as set or ready 
made designs for decorating leather bind- 
ings and covers—that is, when the artist 
who docs the tooling oa these fine bind- 
ings begins te work he has no drawn de- 
sign to go by. 
Bach workm'an invents 


in 
his own design as he proceeds with feh 
task. 
Of course it sometimes happens 


that a book has to bo tooled exactly like 
another book except for the title, but as 
a general thing the artist follows his own 
fancy in designing the book in one of 
several general styles of tooling, all the 
details being left to his own judgment 


"Tooling," which is the technical term 


for the really artistic art of bookbinding, 
is done in the following way: After the 
pages have been sewed together, their 
edges trimmed and gilded, the pasteboard 
cover put on and the leather sides and 
back put in place, the book is given to 
the "tooler," who clamps it firmly into 
position in a vise very much like that 
used by carpenters. After the book is 
firmly in position, sizing is put on the 
part to be tooled, and over this sheets of 
gold leaf are spread. Then the artist, 
or "tooler," takes a small type in the 
form of a ftawer, letter, scroll or what- 
ever figure he wants, and, after heating 
it to a certain temperature, he presses it 
down firmly on f je gold leaf, thus actual- 
ly burning the gold into the leather.

DANCES THIS K 


Great Bodies Are Conitantlr 
Sllppl^ff *nd Sliding. 


"The mountains are constantly mov- 


Irig," was the remark of an officer of the 
'Denver and Rio ferande road recently in 
speaking of the great landslides in the 
canyon above Glenwood Springs, Colo. 
"We find from actual experience in main- 
taining tunnels, bridges and tracks in the 
mountains that the mountains are mov- 
injr 
It costs -a railway passing through 


the mountains a great deal of money in 
the course of ten years to keep the tracks 
in line, and maintenance of tunnels is 
even more expensive. Drive a stake on 
the side of a mountain, take the location 
with the greatest care and return after a 
few months. The stake is not ia the 
same location. The whole side of the 
mountain has moved. This experiment 
has often been tried, and in all cases the 
result proves that the mountains are mov- 
ing. 
The mountains are gradually seek- 


ing the level of the sea." 


.While we do sot quite agree with the 


last assertion that "the mountains are 
seeking sea level" there appears no ques- 
tion that local movements are in progress 
in the Rockies, and the observations of 
the railroad surveyor are confirmed by 
those experienced in some of the mines. 
In quite a number of mines located on 
fissure veins or between highly tilted 
strata or in the vicinity of great falls 
movements ha^e been for a long time ob- 
served and sometimes of so pronounced 
• nature that tlibers after a few years 
are found so out of place as to require 
a complete new timbering of portions of 
• mine, aud these movements do not seem 
to be the result, as in coal mines, of a 
creeping from excavation of material, but 
actual slipping or faulting movements of 
the mountain itself along certain lines, 
•specially old fault planes and veins, the 
latter generally occupying fissures along 
fault lines, 


A notable instance is in the mines of 


Smuggler mountain at Aspen, Colo., 
where in some of the deep workings tim- 
bers two feet thick and eight to ten feet 
long placed across the slopes are snapped 
in (fro like reeds and their ends broomed 
up by the overwhelming pressure and 
•lipping movement of tbe walls. The 
ore bodies lie between strata almost ver- 
tically uptilted against a granite moun- 
tain or wall and abound in faults and 
•lipping planes. These movements are 
not the result of excavation of the ore, 
but appear to come from a general move- 
ment of the hills slipping or faulting off 
frqm the granite wall.—Mines and Min-

Under the place where 
each tool belongs is a print of the type 
itself made on white paper, pasted up not 
only to mark tbe place where each tool 
should be, but also to enable the worker 
to make a ready selection, of type and to 
prevent mistakes. Necessarily there are 
a great "many of these types and a large 
range of designs, for they represent not 
only the alphabet in every style of letter, 
but also every known flower in its con- 
ventionalized . form, as well as various 
sorts and sizes of scrolls and conven- 
tional designs. This makes it an easier 
matter for the artist to design the cover 
of a book while he is actually engaged at 
work on it than at first seems possible. 


After the design is burned into the 


leather the paper ia pasted into the 
boards, and then, in the case of the one- 
half and three-fourths bindings, the book 
is finished and ready to be packed and 
shipped to its destination. 


.Nowadays it is no longer good form to 


have the edges of the pages gilded on all 
three sides. That style is now very much 
behind the times and affects a book's 
value. Moreover, the price of a book de- 
teriorates very materially the minute its 
pages are cut. Whether this is the result 
of the germ theory of contagion or not 
it is undeniably true that the up to date 
young man would as soon think of giving 
a book with torn and dirty pages'to a 
young woman as be would of presenting 
to her a book with the pages already cut. 
Of course this has naturally led to a 
marked change in the style of gilding. It 
is almost a necessity to have the top of 
the pages gilded, for unless this were 
done the book would soon become soiled 
from the dust settling on it and, sifting 
down on tbe leaves, make them dirty 
itnd gritty to the touch. For this reason 
most of the fine books have only the up- 
per edges of their pages gilded. This al- 
lows the dust to settle on the top, whence 
it can be brushed off readily and yet 
makes it possible for the pages to be cut 
by the purchaser.—Brooklyn Eagle.

them to move. 


There are three known heron colonies 


In New England. One of theni is on tnc 
plantation just to the north of Sebec lake 
On a point of land reaching out into the 
pond is a growth of tall silver birches, 
and there are at least one hundred nests 
In the tops of those trees. The trees are 
tall, without limbs for forty feet or morp 
from the ground. It is a well known fact 
that herons never build a nest in a tree 
with limbs much less than forty feet from 
the earth. 
The nests are constructed 


from small sticks. The nest is at least 
two teet across.—Chicago Chronicle. -

Near the head of Spencer bay is an ex 


tensive marsh, where in the summer time 
deer are wont to feed and frolic, where 
in the fall the lordly moose come from off 
the mountain to mate and where, at all 
seasons of the year, muski'ats innumera- 
ble have dwelt. Not so far away is a 
smaller marsh, where for many years a 
colony of beavers has lived in cozy houses 
built close by the water's edge. These 
two little communities never exchanged 
calls, but lived and prospered in happy 
exclusion. 


The going out of the ice from the lake 


one season was followed by an almost | 
unprecedented rise of water and the tv> o ! 
marshes in Spencer bay, the large one 
and the little one, were completely cov- 
ered. Now, the muskrats did not mind 
the flood a bit. Driven from one hole, 
they sought another farther back, and 
when there weren't any more holes these 
happy go lucky vagrants set up house- 
keeping ia a huge pile of driftwood, never 
losing a meal or a wink of sleep.

These industrious property owners suf- 
fered severely, and when the waters of 
Moosehead lake at last receded the ruins 
of the beavers' lodges went with them,

other spring oouM not reach them, and t > 
it came about one fine morning when thi 
muskrats came down on to the marsh to 
play they found the beaver there before 
them. 


It was a large marsh, as has been stat- 


ed before, but it was not large enough t'oi 
both muskrat and beaver. War was at 
once declared, and the war ended in the 
breaking up of the muskrat colony and 
the scattering of the rats all along the 
shores of Spencer bay. 


Two miles from the marsh and on the 


farther side of the bay was a clump of 
poplar trees, v\ hich the beavers selected as 
the best material available for their new 
homes. All day and all night they saw- 
ed, until finally they had floating on the 
lake and compactly rafted several hun- 
dred logs for up to date beaver houses. 
And then tho troubles of these busy but 
unscrupulous little builders began. 


They could not even stir the raft of 


logs from shore, to say nothing of towing 
it two miles across Spencer bay to the 
marsh. 


Every beaver in the colony wa» sum- 


moned to the task. Young and old, big 
and little, weak and strong, they pushed 
and pulled, but they could not budge that 
raft of timber. 


Then the head of the beaver colony 


called the other beavers together on the 
raft and laid before them this remark- 
able proposition: If the muskrats would 
lend a helping hand and tow that raft up 
Spencer bay, they (the beavers) would 
permit them to return to the big marsh, 
where they rni.~ht live without fear of 
molestation. 
The rest of the beavers 


agreed, and the muskrats, when appealed 
to, also agreed, and the following morn- 
ing, before tiie waters of the bay rough- 
ened up, the deer and the squirrels and 
the gulls beheld with amazement beavers 
and muskrnt1!, shoulder to shoulder, push- 
Ing a raft of logs before them up Spencer 
bay. 


The houses are built, and the beavers 


are in them, and all about are- muskrat 
boles, and muskrats in them too. And 
beaver and rat, who are at war every- 
where else in northern Maine, are living 
together in peace on the big marsh at the 
head of Spencer bay.—Boston Herald.

To Be Held in This City Next Week. 


Road Makes Concession About 


Stopping 10.40 Express 


at Williamstown 


C. A. Nimmo, superintendent of the 


western half of the Fitchburg divi- 
sion, came to North Adams yesterday 
to talk over the new train service with 
the local people. He called at the 
Transcript office and a fall and pleas- 
ant discussion of the situation was the 
result. 


As Mr. Meicher had said before, he 


knew that the road had tried to install 
a train service that would please the 
public. In cutting: down the running 
time of several trains, some stops had 
to be cut out. Of course there is some 
complaint on this score, but the road 
is becoming a more important through 
line every year and it is the aim of the 
officials to provide a few very 
fast 


trains that make few stops. With 
the merchants who live in the larger 
places these trains are greatly appre- 
ciated. 


No one wants to see these new trains 


made slower; and it is something of a 
puzzle for the railroad people to know 
how to meet the conditions of strictly 
local and suburban travel, that is 
hardly heavy enough to support inde- 
pendent trains, and at the same time 
keep up with the demand for fast 
through trains. 


There is a feeling here, however, 


that the matter would be better 
understood on both sides and that 
some good would result if representa- 
tives of the business men of this sec- 
tion were to talk' the matter over with 
the railroad officials, and such a con- 
ference will be arranged, probably 
next week. 


The Pownal 
committee has seen 


Judge Pn&lps, president of the board 
of trade, and he has drawn up peti- 
tions for them to circulate. When 
these are finished, a meeting will be 
held here under the direction of the 
transportation committee of the board 
of trade, of which "William Arthur 
Gallup is chairman. The Pownal com- 
mittee will be represented at the meet- 
ing, the local hotelmen will be there, 
and merchants interested for various 
reasons will be invited in. It is also 
hoped that representatives of the Cos- 
mopolitan club of Williamstown will 
attend the meeting. 


The meeting will discuss the situa- 


tion and probably appoint a committee 
to confer with the 
officials 
of 
the 


Boston and Maine railroad, who have 
expressed their willingness to come to 
this city ft>r such a conference. How 
much could be accomplished by such 
a meeting is of course uncertain, but 
it would surely result in a better un- 
derstanding of the conditions on both 
sides. 


The Williamstown people got a 


small compassion, from the road yes- 
terday in the matter of stopping the 
10.40 p. m. express for the west 
at 


their station. 
The announcement of 


the concession was made in the fol- 
lowing telegram to the station agent:

Train No. 19, while it is not Sched- 


uled to stop at your station, will be 
stopped for parties 
of students or 


other persons from the east by special 
arrangement.

Prominent Williamstown men seen 


It 
will be seen that this train will only 
be stopped for parties where arrange- 
ments have been made before the 
train is taken. This is in most cases 
a great inconvenience.

Tile progress is 
such that now the track is laid from 
Cheshire village to Cheshire Harbor 
The poles along this section have been 
set 
for nearly the full distance and 


the 
iron 
,arms 
for 
the 
trolley 


wire are in place on many of the poles. 
The rails at the Adams end have been 
set as far as the Plunkett & Wheeler 
bridge on Commercial street from the 
Center street bridge, and tomorrow 
will see the work of construction start- 
ed south of the bridge mentioned. The 
paving has a'lso been started. 


Now that the Harbor turn has been 


reached from the south, 
consider- 


able Interest in the work being done 
by H. C. "Wood & Co. of this city is 
evinced. The v/ork of extending the 
arch over Bassett brook is well under 
way and already the Improvement is 
noticeable. Here the work when fin- 
ished means the reducing of a 10 per 
cent grade to 
just half .that night. 


The 
wooden structure necessary to 


build 
the arch is done and the new 


part of the stone work is started. The 
old arch will have to be raised about 
five feet The 
turn will not be as 


sharp not 
dangerous as heretofore, 


since the bank on thesouth side of the 
road as it turns up ther hill has been
